It's here. Take down chose Under Construction signs, the Amazing 
Computing Amiga Product Guide is finished. It's taken a while, but we 
didn't want to ship until we felt we had included every Amiga product 
we could find — and finding it all wasn't always easy. The Amiga market 
is rich in innovative development, but that development is not always 
well-publicized. Some of the most exciting products are created by 
small developers who don't have multi-million dollar advertising 
campaigns to bring their products to me Amiga public. But Amiga 
consumers need to know about the bounty of excellent products 
available for the Amiga. That information, as much as we could gather, 
is included in this, the first full-length Amazing Computing Product 
Guide for the Amiga. 

The size of the project became evident immediately. So many develop- 
ers are out there, producing so many excellent products, that the 
product guide kept growing. And growing. As the Product Guide 
continued to expand, time continued to contract. As each day of our "at 
press" stage passed, a new product was released. Each one had to be 
listed. Then an updated version of an old favorite became available.

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Fred Fish 

Like Fred Fish himself, the Fred Fish Disk 
Library is a remarkable, unique, and valuable 
resource to the Amiga. Fred Fish has created a 
growing library of programs which 
demonstrate the full power of the Amiga. From 
graphic animations to small, specialized 
programs, Fred has managed to attract and 
collect the best of the programs that make the 
Amiga shine. 

Fred started his collection in late 1985, at the 
same time Amazing Computing was 
contacting dealers and writers for its first 
issue. Fred faced a problem which confronted 
many Amiga users in those early days: He 
had a truly amazing machine on his desk, yet 
he had almost no software. 

Fred obtained the developer disks from his 
dealer, learned CU and began to explore the 
Amiga. He went on-line to collect as much 
Freely Distributable Software as possible. At 
the next meeting ofFAUG (First Amiga User 
Group) Fred proudly offered his small 
collection to the members. Most of that club 
meeting was devoted to duplicating Fred's disk 
for the members. 

Fred believed his task was over. He assumed 
other members would also bring their 
collections to the meetings, so he could share 
with them. Others did bring programs, but 
they offered them to Fred to be included in his 
library. Fred was given the responsibility of 
collecting and screening any and all Amiga 
software, be it Public Domain, Shareware, or 
software offered by its author for distribution 
to fellow Amiga users. 

After three years, Fred's collection has reached 
1 72 disks, with more added each month. His 
singular contribution as an anthologist of 
Amiga software has won him special awards 
and admiration from Amiga user groups, 
individuals, and Commodore Business 
Machines themselves. Fred is still doing what 
he first started to do: learning the Amiga. But 
we all owe Fred a great deal of thanks for his 
collection, which makes learning the Amiga a 
bit easier for us all ,

John Foust & AMICUS 

Originally, John Foust created AMICUS as a 
way for developers to communicate with each 
other. The disks in the Amicus collection tvere 
available to members of AMICUS as a means 
of improving the developer community's access 
to routines and programs. It was John's hope 
that the Amiga would expand faster if the 
developers could share information and 
materials through a user group such as 
AMICUS. 

late in 1985, AC contacted John and 
persuaded bim to write a column for Amazing 
Computing. The initial concept of the column 
fulfilled his desire to offer a technical 
newsletter for programmers and developers. 
And Amazing Computing hoped to offer 
beginner and genera! user Amiga information 
in the front of the magazine, and a more 
technical complement in the back. 

John used his his columns and articles to add 
to the knowledge of all Amiga users. Working 
diligently, John slowly expanded his AMICUS 
disk collection to 26 disks. Programs from 
Amazing Computing were integrated into the 
collection, beginning AC'S unique approach of 
offering electronic versions of programs 
printed in the magazinejben making those 
programs freely distributable.

It is not unusual for the phone company to issue a 
telephone number from a former BBS to a voice customer 
within a very short time after the BBS has closed. Please contact 
me or one of the other Sysops and tell us about any changes in 
the name, phone number, operational status, hours, baud rate 
or features of these BBS's. If you are able to provide additional 
numbers or information, please let us know. Your cooperation 
is greatly appreciated. We know there are more Amiga boards 
out there. Help us find them. 

Some Thoughts on Piracy and Protection. 

I don't understand why pirates are so proud of themselves. If 
they were really cool, they would be writing programs instead 
of cracking them. With so many numbers on this BBS list, there 
is a possibility that some of them could be pirate boards. If you 
encounter any pirate BBS's, please do not participate. These 
people are breaking the law in a very big way. Isn't copying a 
disk bad enough? No serious Software Developer wants to 
develop software which will be transmitted across the world on 
the day of its release, or in some cases, earlier. Pirate boards 
hurt the Amiga, let's shut them down. Patronize the open forum 
Public Domain boards and Freely Distributable boards instead. 

Software Manufacturers could help also! 

I am calling out to the software manufacturers. Stop protecting 
your software so the pirates will stop having so much fun 
cracking your code and your paying customers will not be so 
badly inconvenienced by poorly structured protection tech- 
niques. As some developers are beginning to realize, releasing 
demo versions of your software into the Public Domain allows 
users an opportunity to see what your software has to offer 
without resorting to piracy. This way everyone will get a chance 
to decide on whether or not they wane your program. 



Stop releasing buggy programs. If a bug does get through, call it 
a bug, don't exterminate it and call the new version an upgrade! 
Provide upgrade support at a reasonable cost. This is for game 
and entertainment software producers also, I don't remember 
ever hearing about a game maker improving a flaw in their 
game and notifying the public. These standards will force you to 
maintain a high quality in your software. If this is a problem for 
you, just remember, you can sel! a lot of disks for $9.95. 

A Note to Sysops 

It is very difficult or impossible to get statistical information on 
some BBS's. Please include baud rates supported, hours of 
operation and features in the message that greets your users, if 
possible. A good alternative would be to make the information 
available on at least one of your menus. If you run a Public 
Domain board, let the public know. One way you can help 
people recognize your board as a legal BBS is to require that 
people use their real names. Only pirates have a reason to use 
handles; real people have nothing to be ashamed of. 

The Amiga has come a long way since it was first released. I 
firmly believe telecommunications had a lot to do with the 
Amiga's success. There wasn't much else to do in the early days. 
Now, in just a couple of years, the Amiga has established itself 
as a very powerful, vertical market computer, specializing in but 
not limited to, music, art, and video. By establishing a strong 
telecommunications link between Amiga users everywhere, we 
have been able to provide a great deal of much needed support 
for the Amiga community. Someone had to do it. To all BBS 
Sysops who have set up their boards in the same spirit, I 
dedicate this BBSlist. 

Please delete, discard or ignore old copies of this list, as many 
of the numbers have been turned into voice lines by the phone 
company. All additional or changed numbers from last year's 
BBS list are marked with a * next to the phone number.

Please Note: 

The A.M.U.G. BBS list was last published in Amazing Comput- 
ing Vol 3 Number 3- Since that time the number of Amiga 
supporting boards has grown from 514 numbers to 1384 
numbers. The incredible growth rate may be used as an overall 
indicator of the Amiga's increasing acceptance in our electronic 
society. 

Unfortunately, not all BBS's are operating within the law. The 
author has made a significant effort to locate and document as 
many Amiga boards as possible. The accuracy of this BBS list is 
very high, but neither the author, Amazing Computing, PiM 
Publications, Inc. or its advertisers are in any position to guaran- 
tee the contents of these systems. 

If you come across any bulletin board system which allows 
pirated software to be transmitted over phone lines, there is 
something you can do. The FBI is very interested in this kind of 
criminal activity and would appreciate any tips they receive. 

Complaints of this nature are usually handled first, by your local 
phone company. The phone company will investigate your 
complaint and pass the information to the FBI. 

To file a complaint, ask your operator for the phone number of 
your telephone company security office. If you have trouble 
getting that number, ask for the number of your local FBI office. 
Hopefully it will not be necessary to use this information, but 
it's nice to have a solution for the proliferation of software 
piracy. It is a problem you can help solve.
